Whether the decision of the Goverament to appoiat a re- 
presentotive Oommisvion for the parpore of considering the caees of 
young men spxious to goto the Front is « epontancous act on ita 
part, cr whether it is the reealt of pressara brought to bear apon it 
‘from outeide quartere, we do not pretend to say. Bat, whatever the 
facta may be, the announcement, which we publish elsewhers tc-day, 
will, we are certeiu, be bailed with the ulmoet eatiafaolion by the 
public se a whole, and mcre especially by ‘those who have long 
demandei the bringing into being of machinery by which the 
young men of the Colony ebsll know once and for all whether they 
can the better eerve the Empire here or in the trenches, The section 
has been long in coming—all too long, considering that the 
Btreits and the F.M.S. bave” bad their Tribunals for acme 
time now—bat it is something gained to be sble to 
feel that there will no longer be cause for auy young msn in Houg- 
kong to be in doubt as to where hie daty lies, That point will in 
{otare, il be wiehes it, be decided for him by a body of mes who 
will have every facility for jadging on the merits of bis case. And 

’ the personnel of the Commiseion is euch that the utmost confijence 
‘will be reposed in it. eo . 
; The appointment of this Commiesion ie corteialy a big step 
- forward in the direction of dealing, on practical and ocmmor-vense 
_ gtonnds, with the local mar-power question, The new body ia com- 
arable to the Tribunala st Zome, though ite duties will necessarily 
'. be of rather a different character. At Home, the main bueineas of the 
Tribunals is to investigate claima to exemption. Here, where we 
have no éctuel compuleory military service, the Oommission’s trek 
will lie in thefop posite direction : it will desl with the cacea of -nen 
who sre seeking, rat to “avoid service, bat to be relessed 
from civil employment in order thet they may join the colours. 
It will therefore be ita dafy to cee that no unrensonsble obstacle 
js pleced in the way. of patriotic men. by their employers. The 
latter, we preeame, will be hasrd cn any pointe they msy wish to 
raise, but.the ultimate decision will rest with thé Commission. 
The whole facts of each caso will thas bo weighed impartially, and, 
whether aman be accepted or exempted, Le will in eitker oase 
koow that he has done bis daty~-snd more then that cannot be 
expected of anyone.
